COLORADO TERRIBLE LODE MINING COMPANY. 


The annual meeting of shareholders will be held on Wednesday, 
and a full report of the proceedings will be published in next week's

The directors report states that during the 12 months ending March 31 the several 
levels have been advanced a total of 962 feet—on the 2nd level, 80 feet; on the 
3rd level, 283 feet; on the 4th level east, 555 feet ; and on the 4th level west, 244 ft. 
There have been sunk 162 feet of winze in the 2nd and 3rd levels, and an engine 
chamber has been excavated for working the new shaft.

The aerial wire way 
from the tunnel to the dumping ground and ore houses, at the foot of the hill, has 
been completed at a cost of about 514/., and is reported to be working satisfactorily. 
It is to be regretted that the economisation of labour effected by this machinery has 
been more than counterbalanced by the high rate of wages throughout the year, 
so that instead of the reduction in mining expenditure which was anticipated 
there has been a serious increase under this head. The unusual severity and dura- 
tion of the past winter has also caused a large increase in the cost of transport. 

The extension of the Colorado Central Railroad, from Golden to Georgetown, has 
now reached the forks of the creek between Golden and Idaho, and is being hurried 
on to completion as fast as money and men can doit. When this important work 
is finished the saving in the cost of transport, both of ore and of supplies, will be 
considerable. The contemplated establishment of smelting works in the territory 
will also lead to a saving in the treatment of the lower grade ores. 

Since the termination of the year the manager has commenced sinking a new 
shaft below the 4th levelat the tunnel head. Some of the oreextracted from it has 
been assayed both by Mr. Clark, the managing director, and also by the manager. 
The former from an average specimen ascertained a value of 1020 ozs., and three 
assays by the latter gave 375, 432, and 1900 0zs.totheton. Theassays of the last two 
shipments of first-class ore in England have been below the average, but they vary 
greatly, and it is hoped that future shipments will give a better result. 

While thus, on the one hand, the produce of ore during the year has greatly in- 
creased, and the condition and prospects of the mine appear in a satisfactory light, | 
the directors regret that the anticipations of profits formed at the commencement | 
of the year have not been fulfilled. The severity of the past winter has been already | 
mentioned in its relation to the increased price of hauling. In addition to that, it 
has at time almost entirely stopped work outside the mine, thus arresting the 
libour of ore sorting, and conducing to create a block inside the mine by rendering 
it impossible to get out the ore and carry it away to the ore houses and dumps.

The CHAIRMAN regretted that the mine was not at the present time 
in a very flourishing position, The unsatisfactory state of their 
affairs in regard to their assets and liabilities some time previously 
hol lel him to suggest that someone competent to form an opinion should be sent 
out to their property to report on its condition and prospects. It had been stated 
in the prospectus that there existed on the property, which was sold for 44,0002., 
reserves of ore valued at 22,000/., and that the shareholders would be at once in re- 
ecipt of good dividends when jiggers and other machinery were erected to work 
these reserves, But afterthe management had been supplied with this machinery 
the boord had been informed there were no ores to treat. It was for the purpose of 
obtiining information on this and other points that Mr. Kinsman had been selected 
to investigate the affairs at the mine. The Chairman then read several extacts from 
Mr. Kinsman’s manuscript report, which, although it differed in some respects 
with the previous statements of Capt. Nancarrow, Mr. Clarke, and Mr. Green, in 
regard to the value of mines, yet it held out reason ble anticipations of profitable 
returnsif the mining operations were prosecuted with vigour.

THE EMMA MINE. 


Srr,—I should not have troubled myself to have replied to the letter 
of Mr. James E. Lyon, published in the Journal of June 8, unless I 
had ascertained that the inaccurate and unfounded statements con- 
tained therein have to some extent compromised the position of a 
great undertaking. Mr. Moscrop has already exposed this man, and 
his connection with the Emma Mine. Buying it on speculationand 
re-selling before he knew what its real value was, he is now inspired 
with a malignant desire to take from others what he lost by his own 
want of foresight. 


The assertion that Mr. Park offered his shares at i2/., or even below 
par, is utterly false, whilst he had himself to go to Mr. Park and beg from him 
shares, upon the ground that he was a ruined man through having sold his shares 
under their value. 

The statement that Senator Stewart had no shares excepting those that he men- 
tions in his letter to you is also untrue; whilst the assertion that Senator Stewart 
received from Mr. Park 3000 shares as a consideration for his becoming director is 
as wicked and unblushing a falsehood as his other st: tements. 

The value that ought to be placed upon this man’s words can be gauged by the 
fact that after he had implored Mr. Park to let him have some shares at a certain 
price, and Mr. Park, with his usual liberal sympathy, had obliged him, the fellow, 
having once got these shares into his own hands, was enabled to appear on the mar- 
ket as a seller, for the purpose of “bearing” the property. 

Sir. this is a serious subject, the bread of widows and orphan children may be 
depending now upon the position which the Emma Mine holds in the share market. 
The hard-earned savings of small incomes of many who cannot afford to lose them 
may be depending now upon the same mine. Any depreciation which has occurred 
was not brought about by any serious disaster to the mine by legitimate means, 
but simply through the machinations of a set of scoundrels who have taken advan- 
tage of a few trifling events to send over here sensational telegrams and write letters 
to newspapers which have no foundation in fact, and which have only been con- 
cocted to damage and depreciate the property of those who have paid for it. 

There was a meeting the other day, composed partly of persons of no position, 
who convened it, partly of a few ill-advised persons who attended to endorse any- 
thing they said, but luckily owing to the presence of honest and independent 
shareholders these gentry did not succeed in their endeavours to carry their reso- 
lutions. The worst feature, however, in the case is that this man Lyon, after 
having continually accepted the hospitality of Mr. Park, after having professed 
his gratitude to him, and after Mr. Park had behaved with a munificence rarely 
equalled, he turned round and concocted these unfounded statements. 

Why, if these statements of Lyon's are true, did not he bring them forward when 
Mr. Park was here? Why did he wait until Mr. Park was 2000 miles away from 
London before he made these charges? Why did not he when he was at the pre- 
vious meetings face the shareholders in Mr. Park’s presence with his statements ? 
Why, simply because he knew these aseertions were not true. He, therefore, waits 
until his benefactor and patron turns his back, then Lion's courage comes to the 
fore, and he belies the man that fed him. 

If Mr. Park were in this country he could refute these statements of Mr. Lyon’s 
himself ; he is absent, however, and in the meantime, on his behalf, I protest 
against this man traducing the character of men of integrity, responsibility, repu- 
tation, and deserved esteem. 

As to the meeting convened by Messrs. Groebecker, it is really 
scarcely worth allusion; they were obliged to confess that they had 
no interest themselves in the property, and they could not produce 
a client of theirs who had. 

In the value of the Emma I have more faith and confidence than 
ever, such faith and confidence being founded on well-tested advices, 
received from men of experience, fidelity, and honour.

Remanrks.—A considerable amount of business is being transacted 
in our market, which enables sellers for the most part to realise 
very satisfactary prices. With the exception of short intervals of 
slight fluctuation, the various markets since the close of 1871 have 
continued in an upward course, and the value of all metals are now 
greatly enhanced. An extraordinarily good trade, not only as re- 
gards its remunerative character, but also in respect to its extent, has been going 
on during the whole of the first half of the present year. Legitimate enterprise 
has greatly benefited, and speculative operations inthe majority of instances been 
attended with almost unprecedented success. Alluding to trade generally, the 
soundness, and that its profits, daily accruing, are beyond anything hitherto within 
Times of to-day remarks that thus far “ commerce shows no taint of speculative un- 
the scope of mercantile experience.” The further reduction this week in the Bank 
rate must necessarily tend to give greater facilities to finance, and thus afford an- 
other impetus to the upward tendency of our markets. ; 
CoppEer.—During the early part of the week this metal retained 
the quiet aspect with which the market closed at the end of the 
preceding week. The transactions reported have been confined 
within comparatively narrow limits, and if the prices at which cer- 
tain parcels have changed hands might be viewed as really indicative 
of the tone of the market, it might be described as being easier, as 
well as quiet. Wallaroo was done at 110/. cash, Burra at 108/.. and Chili at 103/. to 
105/.; but, for all that, the largest holders have been firm, and showed themselves 
indisposed to sell at current quotations. They argued that asconsumers were bare 
of stocks, both at home and abroad, they must svoner or later come into the market 
to buy, and they were of opinion that the fact of the associated smelters having 
just bonght 1000 tons would, on the face of it, account in a measure for the lull 
which has followed upon this purchase. Towards the middle and at the close of 
the week there was an improvement in the demand, and various parcels changed 
hands, but not at prices which served as a criterion of real value. In some cases 
the particulars of sale were withheld, and the prices at which other transactions 
were quoted, ranged from 102/. to 106/., according to brand and prompt. It is be- 
lieved that parcels of considerable magnitude have changed hands frequently dur- 
ing the week, but the particulars of the sales have been keep secret. The general 
feeling, however, is that the market closes firmer, and lower quotations than those 
now current are not expected. Closing prices :—Chili bars, 104/. cash; Urmenta, 
105’. 10s., two months : J. Edwards, 106/., one month ; Wallareo, 111/., two months. 
Iron.—Although there is no change in list prices since last week, 
yet the market is so firm that a further advance is by no means im- 
probable. In the North of England No 1 Middlesborough pigs are 
quoted 110s.; No. 3, 105s.; No. 4, 103s. to 104s., net cash. Higher 
prices than those quoted are given for exceptional parcels for im- 
mediate delivery. Makers’ books are filled up for delivery for some 
months to come, and orders that are now entered are chiefly for delivery during 
next year. The general impression that present high prices will continue for some 
time to come is gaining ground, and buyers are glad to enter their orders for for- 
ward delivery over next year upon the more favourable basis of 90s. for No. 3. 
Contracts have, however, been completed upon better terms for the sellers. The 
future prosperity of the iron trade depends in great measure upon a variety of 
contingencies which may possibly arise to upset present calculations. The labour 
market is most difficult to regulate, the supply of raw material not to be depended 
on, the weather itself may hinder the out-turn at the works, and itis possible that 
the high prices which it is now necessary to charge may affect the ultimate demand. 
There is a present strong demand for rails, aud it is expected that America will 
have to come largely into the market, or else curtail the railway projects for that 
country materially. Hematite ores are largely enquired for, as being best suited 
for the fabrication of steel rails; and great efforts are being made to bring such 
ores into the markat. The trade in the valleys of the Tyne, Wear, and Tees is very 
active. Plate-iron is quoted at 11/. 10s. to 12/.; rails, 102. 10s. to 11/.; bars, 11/. 5s.; 
puddled bars, 8/. 2s. 6d. to 8/. 5s. Throughout the Welsh districts there is abund- 
ance of employment, but the output of iron is limited by the difficulty of obtain- 
ing a sufficient supply of labour and material, and, consequently, notwithstanding 
the excessive demand, there is a reduction in the quantito of iron produced as com- 
pared with this time last year. 

The wages question here, as inthe North of England, is perpetually cropping up, 
and causing a measure of unsettlement. A continuance of hot wanther would cer- 
tainly result in shortening for the time the hours of labour, which is a question 
undergoing ventilation without reference to any external consideration. Large 
orders from America have been placed, and great efforts are being made to dispose 
of those already on hand for Canada, Australia, and other colonies. Makers are 
busy on home account, but up to the present Russia has not furnished her quota 
of orders to the Welsh market. Rails, 11/.; bars, 11/. 15s. The Scotch pig-iron 
market has continued very firm throughout the week, and prices have shown a 
daily tendency to advance. Transactions have been on a large scale, and are en- 
tered into freely by trade buyers—so designated in contradistinction to speculative 
buyers—who, notwithstanding the very large business completed during the spring 
months, are found to glady conclude contracts for forward delivery, the im pression 


being that present high prices will continue to rulefor some time. The shipments 
for the week continue to show an increase.

GREAT LIMITED LIABILITY ENTERPRISES. 


Tt must be admitted that three great metallurgical limited liability 
enterprises formed in the North of England—John Brown and Co., 
Bolckow, Vaughan, and Co., and Charles Cammell and Co.—have been 
brilliant successes, Other developments of the limited liability prin- 
ciple might be cited, but none of them probably would appear to 
much more advantage than the three fine concerns which we have 
mentioned. There can be no doubt that limited liability has, as a 
whole, worked well. It has enabled large numbers of small capi- 
talists to turn their resources to the best possible account, and it has 
diminished the responsibilities of heads of firms which found the 
times more and more too much for the unaided efforts of a few men 
working single-handed, however energetic, talented, and unwearied 
they might be. As matters now stand, a gentleman may have 300/. 
or 400/. in Nanty-y-Glo and Blaina, 3002. or 400/. more in Ebbw Vale, 
3007. or 400/. more in Rhymney, 3002. or 4007. more in Bolekow and 
Vaughan, or John Brown and Co.; andeven if any one of these con- 
cerns made an indifferent year’s work the result would not tell very 
much upon his income, or cause him any special anxieties. 

Not that we would at all hint that any of the important companies 
mentioned are likely to be exposed to any special troubles. On the 
contrary, the balance-sheet of John Brown and Co. (Limited), which 
we have now before us, is a very flourishing balance-sheet indeed. 
The directors of John Brown and Co. (Limited) have been compelled 
to make extra exertions to keep pace with the times, and they have 
completed extensions which have added considerably to the powers 
of production previously possessed by the company. Among the 
various urgent matters which the directors have had under consi- 
deration during the past year we must mention a supply of pig-iron 
suitable for the production of Bessemer metal and an adequate sup- 
ply of coal, the consumption of the latter commodity having become 
89 large as to make it one of the most important subjects with which 
the directors have had to deal. In June, 1871, the attention of the 
directors was directed to important deposits of iron ore in the North 
of Spain, which were offered to the company in connection with 
Bolekow, Vaughan, and Co, The lazy Spaniards had neglected these 
valuable deposits, and it remained for enterprising Englishmen to 
turn them to account. Representatives of John Brown and Co. and 
Bolckow, Vaughan, and Co. came and saw, and if they did not exactly 
conquer, at any rate they purchased, Not only had Spanish indo- 
lence allowed the iron ore to remain unworked, but, as was to be 
expected, there was no road to convey it to the coast, and no port 
for the shelter of ships upon the coast. But all the difficulties which 
have to be overcome will speedily vanish before English industry 
and English capital. John Brown and Co. and Boleckow, Vaughan, 
and Co. have resolved to make a railway to the coast, and when they 
form aresolve it is not very long before the resolve becomes a reality. 
They will also construct a shipping port, and in a short time, if the 
Carlists will only allow the North of Spain to remain at peace, they 
will have such a supply of workable iron ore as will enable them to 
make the whole of the Bessemer pig required for use at each com- 

any’s works. If this Spanish ore is, however, to be smelted it will 
e necessary for John Brown and Co. to erect aconsiderable number 
of blast-furnaces, and the directors have now under consideration the 
best position for the erection of these furnaces. Not only have the 
energetic directors of John Brown and Co, (Limited) thus provided 
themselves with a new supply of hematite ore, but they have also 
overcome the still more trying coal difficulty—at any rate, to some 
extent—by making arrangements by which the company will acquire 
a coal field of its own. 

As regards the financial history of John Brown and Co. (Limited), 
it has been one of great prosperity, and not only one of great pros- 
perity, but one of growing prosperity. The capital called up, ex- 
clusive of a small amount of preference shares, is 700,000/., and the 
rate per cent. per annum of the last four dividends has been 74, 84, 
10, and 10 per cent. respectively.

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MINERS’ WAGES. 


This Journal has never advocated any step calculated to deprive 
the miner, or any other class of workman, of his due share of the 
benefits resulting from improved trade. Nor can we do other than 
reprehend action taken by men at the collieries in pursuance of un- 
reasonable wages demands. Such demands are being made now 
in more than one district throughout the United Kingdom. The 
chief Union officers are amongst the best-informed, and the most 
capable in conducting negociations with masters when the Unions 
are acknowlodged, if they should be only left to their better judg- 
ment. It is cause for much regret that they are not being so left 
at this moment in the parts of the kingdom to which we refer. If 


that their employers know more of the hazard of taking the step to 
which the action of the men is urging them than can possibly be 
within the knowledge of the operatives. A course in every way 
likely to extend that knowledge to the men was taken on Thursday 
afternoon, at a meeting of the Dudley coalmasters, in Birmingham, 
when it was determined that differences between them and their 
workpeople shall be argued out at a representative Board of Con- 
ciliation. Of that decision we shall have something to say next week. 





THE SAFE WORKING OF COAL MINES. 

That there is plenty of room for improvement in the working of 
our coal mines with a view to ensuring greater safety to the lives of 
the miners is generally admitted; indeed, with the many fatal ex- 
plosions even of the present half-year, which has not yet reached its 
meridian, the great fact cannot be ignored that we have much yet to 
learn, much to accomplish, before a man can enter on his daily la- 
bour in a colliery without feeling, as the saying is, that he carries 
his life in his hand. Any means, therefore,by which such a fearful 
state of things can be obviated must be hailed indeed with pleasure 
by the public and with gratitude by the miner himself. To those 
who can in any way assist in bringing about such a state of things 
not only great credit but honour is due. To those who have the 
knowledge how such can be effected, and withhold it, is something 
almost approaching a crime. In making these remarks, we may say 
that we have in mind the prizes offered in the early part of the pre- 
sent year by Mr. Hermon, M.P., for the bestessays as to the preven- 





valuable suggestions contained in the essays might have been in- 
serted in it.

But in a matter of 
such vast importance, where not only great interests but lives are 
at stake, it is not asking too much that no unnecessary delay should 
take place in making known the names of the successful competi- 
tors, so that any genuine and practical suggestions to be found in 
the essays should be at once taken advantage of. However, arduous 
and laborous the duties of the judges may be—and we fully admit 
they are so—yet once undertaken, it is not only their duty to the 
writers, but also to Mr. Hermon, that their decision should be. given 
at the earliest possible moment. 
Some four months have nearly elapsed since the last essays were 
sent in, and the question naturally arises how many more will have 
to pass before we know who are the successful competitors? The 
writers, we do know, are tired of waiting, and the deep interest felt 
in a matter of such magnitude to a large portion of our working 
population is by the lapse of time fast sinking down into indiffer- 
ence, and will evidently before long fall into the abyss of forgetful- 
ness. The judges, however, have now the power of arousing the 
flagging interest in a subject so deeply interesting to all who desire 
to see a greater amount of safety ensured to those engaged in so 
dangerous an occupation as that of coal getting, and we hope that 
they will shortly be able to set the minds of the competitors and 
the public at rest by making their award. 





YOUTHFUL LABOUR AT THE PITS AND FACTORIES. 
There is no one who does not sympathise with a poor widow, 
who, having lost her husband, it may be in mining, is left with little 
or no means of support for herself and her family but the industry 
of one or two boys. Upon such people the immediate effect of the 
legislation that restricts early labour falls somewhat heavily. Of 
this no one is more sensible than the Government Mines Inspectors, 
yet necessity is laid upon them that the children should be kept out 
of the pits during their tender age. Whilst everyone is sorry fora 
poor woman placed in these circumstances, and regrets that she is 
driven to painful straits until her boys are permitted to earn wages; 
still they will have very little sympathy for men who, earning good 
wages themselves, deprive their children of education by sending 
them to work at far too early anage. Artizans must bear in mind 
that they cannot send their children to hardware or any other fac- 
tories until they are 13 years of age. For having deliberately 
offended in this respect the father of a boy of 12 yearshas just been 
fined by the Birmingham magistrates. The offence was a contra- 
vention of the Workshops Act, and the complaint was brought by 
the Sub-Inspector of Factories for the borough. In reply to the 
enquiries of the employer as to the age of the lad the father had 
sent a note certifying that the boy was 13 years of age. It was sub- 
sequently ascertained that the boy was only L2, and that he had not 
attended school. Every industrious artizan who is prepared to faith- 
fully discharge his duty as a parent and as a citizen will, we are 
sure, denounce such conduct as that which led to this prosecution. 
He will indigantly repudiate those objectionable regulations by 
which certain of the workpeople in Sheffield are striving to keep 
down the labour supply in their respective callings; but he will 
approve those legislative provisions which tend to give a poor boy 
an education that will afford him a chance of by-and-bye rising in 
the world. Operatives must themselves try to assist the Govern- 
ment in carrying out the Workshops Act—an Act that has been 
passed in great part at the instance of the working classes themselves. 








THE SEVERN TUNNEL BiLu.—The long and ardently wished for 
scheme, which gives parliamentary sanction for the making of a 
tunnel under the Severn, has just received the Royal Assent, and 
has now, therefore, become the law of the land. The Parliamentary 
Committee gave their decision with a unanimity and unhesitancy

COMBINED FURNACE SLAG AND ASPHALTE PAVEMENT, &c—

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


June 20.—An important meeting of the North Staffordshire Iron 
Trade was held at Stoke, on Monday, to consider the propriety of 
adopting a scheme for the regulation of wages similar to that now 
ruling in the southern part of the county. The meeting (which 
was private) comprised both masters and delegates, and the proposal 
referred to was after some discussion received with unanimous favour. 

The coilieries asd ironworks in North Staffordshire are main- 
tained in very buoyant production, and the ype of additional 
orders is only restricted by the reluctance of sellers to enter into 
further contracts, except at prices ruling at the time of delivery. 
The quotations of the week are very firm, and in some instances an 
advance of 10s, per ton has been established in the rate for finished 
iron. It is rumoured that a scheme will shortly be launched for 
the proving of the coal measures in the Uttoxeter district. 

On ’Change at Wolverhampton yesterday, and at Birmingham to- 
day, prices were very strong, and some important advances were de- 
clared on finished iron. The Earl of Dudley’s circular, dated June 18. 
quotes L. W., R. O. (Lord Ward, Round Oak) quality bars, 147. 12s. 6d.; 
ditto angles, 15/. 2s, 6d.; ditto Tees, 15/, 12s. 6d.; and hoops and 
strips, 15/. 12s.6d.; with the usual allowance to merchants. Messrs. 
Barrows and Hall, the Chillington Company, and other leading 
firms quote bars 14/., with proportionate rates for other descriptions, 
being an advance of 10s. per ton on the quotations of last week. 
The Wilden Iron Company give notice that they will not enter into 
any further contracts so long as the market continues in the present 
excited state, except at prices which may rule at the time of de- 
livery.’ Generally the makers both of pigs and finished iron are 
reluctant to book orders until it is made known, by the scrutiny now 
going forward, what additional wages will have to be paid to the 
ironworkers of the district. For pig-iron the quotations are:— 
Best brands of all mine, 6/. 17s. 6d. to 7/.; and cold blast of Shrop- 
shire make, 8/. per ton. Cinders are proportionately firm. The 
available supplies of ironstone are very limited, notwithstanding 
the increased consumption in this district of Northampton ore. For 
native ironstone the current price is 22s. 6d. per ton; and at this 
high quotation it is not obtainable in any considerable quantities. 

The Black Country nailmasters have conceded a wages advance 
averaging 15 per cent., and a proportionate rise in the price of nails 
will be declared, in addition to the advance rendered necessary by 
the augmented value of raw material. For hardware of all descrip- 
tions prices are this week again firmer, the rate varying from 24 to 
20 per cent. It may be safely affirmed that the current quotations 
for Black Country produce are without precedent in the history of 
the trade for the last 25 years, and there is every reason to believe 
that the highest figures have not yet been attained. 

CoLLIERY REFUSE—NEW MATERIAL FOR Bricks.—During the 
last few years experiments have from time to time been made with the view to 
utilise in some way the mounds of shale (the refuse of the coal mines) which cover 
an area of several thousands of acres in South Staffordshire by converting them 
into bricks. Several enterprising firms have already embarked in this novel but 

rofitable business. When properly pulverised the shale is found to be an excel- 
ent material for the purpose, the bricks produced being hard and durable, resem- 
bling in colour the fire-clay bricks of the Stourbridge district, although for furnace 
and such like purposes they are not so valuable. For ordinary building, however, 
they are found to be of equal practical value to the ordinary red bricks, the only 
possible objection to the tormer being their colour, which is somewhat too light for 
a smoky district like South Staffordshire. This objection, however, could only apply 
to their use for buildings of architectural pretensions, and such buildings in the 
Black Country do not predominate. There is every reason to believe that this 
method of utilising the innumerable dusky hillocks which disfigure the South Staf- 
fordshire landscape bead apni develope into an industry of some importance. 
The material is to be had in any quantity for a mere nominal sum, and its exhaus- 
tion in those parts of the district where the collieries are worked out would be doubt- 
less followed by a restoration of the landscape to a much nearer resemblance than 
it now bears to its former beauty. 

THE COLLIERS’ AND THE ErGut-Hours MoveMENT,—A crowded 
meeting of the coalmasters of South Staffordshire was held at the Exchange, 
Birmingham, on Thursday, to consider a memorial presented to them on behalf 
of the men, and in accordance with a resolution of the Amalgamated Association 
of Miners lately held at Wigan. This new demand is for eight hours per day, and 
a corresponding advance for piece work. The Earl of Dudley's agent presided, and 
there was a long and anxious discussion of the points at issue. A proposal to form 
a Court of Conciliation similar to that of the iron trade was well received, and ulti 
mately the following resolution was passed :—‘ Thit a Court of Conciliation be 
formed in the coal trade, similar to that which now exists in the iron trade of the 
district, such court to be composed of twelve representatives of the coalmasters, 
and twelve working colliers to be elected by the general body of the colliers in the 
district.” The tirst meeting of the court will be held at as early a date as possible, 
at Dudley. The movement is one of great importance, a Court of Conciliation in 
the coal trade being a novelty. 








REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


June 20,—Mining —— have undergone little change of late 
in the lead districts of Derbyshire, but there are now symptoms of 
a change for the better. As there is some prospect of the railway 
system being extended into Castleford, Eyam, and other places so far 
shut out, the development of the minerals will be sure to follow. At 
Hathersage, also, a very old seat of the wire and needle trades, and 
where there is the large works established by the Cook family, as 
well as several others, the wonder is that the inhabitants have been so long shut 
out from all railway communication, seeing that the places named have all the ele- 
ments about them for growing into large and important communities. At Hather- 
sage, however, an extensive business is being done in umbrella and other wire, the 
demand for which at the present time is very large. A son of the late Mr. Cook, 
in conjunction with another gentleman, it may be said, have just commenced works 
of a similar character near to Barnsley, and are already doing a good trade, although 
the whole of the buildings are not yet complete. The Iron Trade in all parts of the 
county is very brisk, whilst the output of pig vontinues very large, but not more so 
than is required, for there are markets for more than is being produced. The mills 
and foundries are all, very busy, with extensive orders in hand to keep them so 
for some time to come. Colliery proprietors never had such a prosperous season 
as the present, for with a ready sale for more coal than is being raised prices rul- 
very high indeed. The railway companies have just completed their contracts, and 
have had te pay an advance of more than 30 per cent. in many instances. Instead 
of being able, as formerly, to almost make their own terms, they have now to pay 
the same as ordinary consumers, so as to ensure a supply of the fuel necessary for 
their locomotives. Makers of coke are now doing remarkably well, the prices ob 
tained making the business even more profitable than that of the colliery proprietor 
in the first instance. ; 

The Sheffield Trades are all doing well, the only scarcity in many 
branches being thatof workmen. The heavy armour-plate, rail, and 
sheet mills are all busy, whilst the makers of malleable castings | 
have as much as ever their hands can do. In cutlery a brisk busi- | 
ness is being done, on both home and foreign account, in most descriptions of 
goods, as well as in saws, files, razors, edge tools, chisels, &c. Bessemer rails and 
forgings, as well as coach and railway springs, crucible cast-steel tyres, axles, con- 
necting-rods, and shafts are all in very active request, makers being taxed to the 
the utmost to keep pace with the demand made upon them. | : ; | 

The collieries are all doing very well, all that is raised being at 
once removel, whilst a very large concern is about to be opened out 
at Handsworth Woodhouse by a limited company, who purpose sink- 
ing to the Silkstone seam, but working also the intermediate beds.

Trade with Lancashire is 
particularly active, more especiaily in engine coal, whilst the increasing uire- 
ments for coke has led ro a considerable number of ovens being erected. usy, 
however, as the collieries are, the men are in a very discontented state, and are by 
no means satisfied with the prospect of getting an advance of 10 per cent. which has 
been asked for on their behalf by the executive of the Miners’ Association. A great 
many of the men are in open revolt, and huve demanded an increase of wages of from 
20 to 25 per cent. This not having been at once conceded, they at one or two places 
commenced limiting the output, contenting themselves with earning 3s. per day, in- 
stead of from 6s. to 10s. On Thursday a meeting of the colliery proprietors, for the 
purpose of considering the wages question, was held at the Angel Hotel, Doncaster. 


MEETING oF SouTH YorkKSHIRE COLLIERY OwNERS.—One of 
the largest meetings of the colliery proprieiors of South Yorkshire which has heen 
held for some years took place at the Angel Hotel, Doncaster, on Thursday ; the 
eee subject for consideration being the demand made on the part of the col- 
iers for an advance of 10 per cent. Amongst the large company present were Mr. 
Mitchell, of the Swath and Edmund's Main Colliery; Mr. Crofts and Mr. Batty, 
Pinder Oaks; Mr. G. Craik; Mr. G. Teasdale, of the Old Silkstone Collieries ; Mr. 
Huntriss, Darfield Main; Mr. J. Hall, Hall Royd; Mr. Lawton, High Royd Col- 
lieries ; Mr John Mitchell, Mr. Batholomew, Mr. Stewart, Mr. W. Day, Mr. Booth, 
Mr. A. Lawton (Haynes and Lawton), &c. After a long arbitration, without com- 
ing to any formal rule, it was agreed in certain conditions that the advance of 10 per 
cent, asked for by the executive of the Miners’ Associtation should be given. Other 
matters in connection with the present state of affairs were discussed, and the meet- 
ing adjourned. 








REPORT FROM LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE. 


June 20.— There is still no diminution in the extraordinary activity 
which has prevailed in the Coal Trade for many months ; on the con- 
trary, the demand appears to be on the increase, notwithstanding 
the numerous complaints that are heard as to the exorbitant prices 
that are being charged for all descriptions of fuel. Coke is scarcely 
to be had at any price, and in some parts of the district the quantity of coal for- 
warded to other neighbourhoods have been so great that local supplies, even for 
household purposes, are scarcely obtainable. It is scarcely agp to place ex- 
tended contracts, for the colliery proprietors are exceedingly cautious as to the 
terms of agreement, and insist upon conditions which are certainly warranted 
by the state of trade, though they may seem oppressive to the purchaser. In the 
Iron Trade no material change has taken place ; ores are more plentiful, but by rea- 
son of the extraordinary demand very high rates are still maintained, with a pro- 
spect of further advances. ‘ 

The labour market generally is more settled. Last week an im- 
mense number of miners’ meetings took place, following as a matter of course 
upon the advance of 10 per cent. in wages just conceded ; but this week very little 
has been heard on the subject. In some neighbourhoods there have been difficulties 
as to the 1867 prices. Before the last advance the majority of coalmasters were 
paying on the 1867 scale, buta few failed to do so, to the extent of about 21% per 
cent. These have given the recent advance of 10 per cent., but they are still pay- 
ing at a lower rate than the great proportion of the coalmasters, and the colliers 
threaten to take very serious action if auniformity of scale is not maintained, The 
miners’ agents are busily engaged in trying to settle the difficulty, and in the pre- 
sent position of affairs the masters will have no alternative but to comply. : 

A strike has taken place at the Prospect pits of the Wigan Coal 
and Iron Company concerning a dispute as to the prices paid for roofingdown. At 
the time of writing the difficulty remains unsettled, and a considerable portion of 
the workings stand idle. é 

A movement is on foot for the amalgamation of the whole of the 
Cheshire saltworks, with the object of securing uniform rates and increased profits. 
The details of the scheme have not transpired, but it is unquestionable that the ma- 
jority of saltmasters will be in a much better position if combined than they are at 
present, 








REPORT FROM THE NORTH OF ENGLAND. 


June 20.—There is nothing particular to communicate to our readers 
in regard to the Iron Trade of this district since our last report. It 
is needless to say that in nearly every department there is great 
activity. In finished iron the business is very brisk. For rails 
there is still a good enquiry, and orders are being received pretty 
numerously. Manufacturers are now pushing on with contracts for 
shipment, and the mills and forges are very full of work. Within 
the last few days, however, the very hot weather which has pre- 
vailed has had the effect of sto ping work, the heat being so over- 
powering that the men could not possibly continue. It is now much cooler, and 
work has been resumed in earnest. The demand for plates and angle-iron is still 
good, and prices are well maintained. For general merchant iron there is a 
heavy demand. ie 

Pig-iron makers are in much the same position as last week. The 
market at Middlesborough, on Tuesday, was largely attended. Com- 
plaint was very general of the irregular supply of raw material, 
although there has been a slight improvement in the deliveries from 
the colliery districts, and the supply of stone has hardly been so short 
during the past week or ten days. The tendency of pig-iron rates is upwards, 
No. 3 is freely bought at 105s. per ton, net cash, f.0.b. Deliveries are being made as 
quickly as circumstances will permit, though the scarcity of iron is causing much 
inconvenience in some quarters, and heavy claims for demurrage upon steamers are 
constantly being made. . ' : ‘ 

The coal miners are working better, and the pits are yielding a 
fair quantity of coals ; the output is, however, much less than it might be were men 
more plentiful. The extraordinary large demand for coals and coke is unabated.

TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


June 20.—The Coal and Coke Trades continue extremely good, the 
demand for all kinds of fuel showing no sign of decrease, while their 
value still increases—a further rise in prices is talked of on July 1. 

A great meeting of miners took place at Durham on Saturday, it 
being the largest and most important of the kind held for many years, about 35,000 
miners being present; but, including the wives of the miners, and others, there 
were probably not less than 50,000 people. For the last few weeks great prepara- 
tions have been made, and although the weather was gloomy and threatening in 
the morning, it did not deter them in the least from turning out soon in the day to 
march in procession through their several districts, and then proceed by rail or 
road, according to their several situations, to Durham. Some idea of the number 
of collieries represented in the demonstration may be gathered from the fact that 
there were upwards of 70 silk banners on the ground, each colliery having a banner 
emblazoned with its name, appropriate mottoes, and illustrations. The meeting 
was ably addressed by Mr. Burt, Mr. Crauford, Mr. McDonald, and others. Allu- 
sion was made to a rumour which had been in circulation to the effect that a gene- 
ral strike was contemplated in Durham, and this was declared to be entirely with- 
out foundation. The men were advised tb act with moderation, and to make the 
best of the advantages they at present enjoy by earning large wages, and taking 
care of them when earned. 2 : 7 

The new Mine Inspection Bill also received a considerable amount of attention, 
the speakers advocating strongly the payment of weekly wages, without any de- 
duction. They also strongly insist that the first general rule for the government 
of mines be maintained in its integrity—the penalties imprisonment, not fine, &e. 
The speakers generally advocated still shorter hours for the boys, the agitation to 
be continued until they only work eight hours. Whatever this may mean accord- 
to their views we do not know, but it is certainly not entirely a masters and ser- 
vants question, but one in which the general public are largely interested. It is 
evident that any further shortening of the hours of labour must greatly increase 
the price of coal, and it is, perhaps, sufficiently high in price at present for manu- 
facturers, and also forthe labouring poor in towns. At present working men in 
towns, even in this district, have to pay 16s. per ton for coals; and should this con- 
tinue, and the next winter prove a hard one, there will be great suffering amongst 
the poor from cold. A further rise of wages is to be asked for by the miners in 
Northumberland and Durham very shortly ; indeed, this has already been done in 
some eases, the rise asked for being 15 per cent. The meeting was well conducted 
throughout, and the miners generally returned at night to their homes in the same 
orderly manner that characterised their progress to the mecting in the morning. 

Great Norruern Coat Frevp.—lIn the short notice given in 
last week’s Journal on the coal lying underneath the sea in this great 
eoal field we omitted to mention that the working of the coal under 
the German Ocean has been going on some time at the Ryhope Col- 
liery. It was contemplated a few years ago to make another win- 
| ning near the sea at this place, so as to work the coal entirely inde- 
| pendent of, and not connected with, the coal workings under the 
land—that is, barriers of coal were to be left separating the two sys- 
tems, but ultimately drifts were driven from the workings under the 
land direct out under the sea; and at the point where the fault oc- 
curs, noticed last week, the distance seaward from low-water mark 
is 583 yards. Of course, there is nothing to prevent the Monkwear- 
mouth seams being worked in the same manner, althqugh it would 
be an advantage to have a shaft near the margin of the sea, and it is 
intended to sink a new shaft near the sea in connection with the 
latter great coal mine. The great depth of the lower beds of coal

REPORT FROM MONMOUTIL AND SOUTIL WALES. 


June 20,-—There has been some excitement in the Iron Trade during 
the past week, but not much business transacted. What state of 
things will exist in the next six months is somewhat uncertain, and 
makers prefer just now to employ their establishments in pushing 
forward the completion of the contracts taken in the spring. The 
progress of the trade will probably be towards increased firmness 
an‘l activity throughout the year, but things may, nevertheless, arise 
which will give manufacturers no little difficulty to show satisfac- 
tory results of their transactions. There are already indications of 
the changes which are likely to take place in the second half of the 
year. Announcements are made of important advances in quotations 
for all descriptions of iron, and there is little doubt that in the begin- 
ning of July makers will not dispose of the products of their esta- 
blishments under an advance of 10 per cent. over present quotations 
high as they have been deemed to be. Notwithstanding, however, 
that prices may advance, makers will continue to exercise every caution in entering 
into transactions, as nothing can be gained by committing themselves to too exten- 
siveengagements, The experience o. the last twelve months has been dearly enough 
bought. After a season of depression makers siezed every opportunity to improve 
their business, and a slight advance taking place in prices very heavy contracts were 
entered into, which have taken pretty nearly up to the present time to execute, 
Had makers confined themselves to smaller undertakings, at least one-half of the 
finished iron which they have manufactured daring the last six or nine months 
might have been disposed of at double the price it has realised. 

The very hot weather which has so suddenly set in since last report has materially 
interfered with the operations of the works, and the result is a decrease in the 
mike. The supplies of fuel and raw materials continue limited, and complaints 
are still hear 1 in every direction as to the scarcity of labour. The men are again 
evincing dissatisfaction with their position, and irregular working will become 
mors «nd more prevalent.

The men also go in 
for the e'eht hours system, so that with reduced hours of working, and the high 
wages paid, coal may be expected to advance another 2s. or 3s. per ton if the col 
Nery proprietors are to keep their present profits. The traffic of the local railway, 
and particularly of the Rhymney and Tat? Vale, shows a large increase of late, 
which fa a pretty good indication of the extensive quantities of coal and iron that 
are sent from the collieries and ironworks. i } 

Wo regret to hear that the present prosperity of the tin-plate trade 
has not only induced large extensions to existing works, but that new 
works have been commenced at Liantrissant, Gower-road, Penclawdd, 
and Llanelly ; in fact, about 40 new and powerful mills, equal to an 
additional output of nearly 1,000,000 boxes per annum will shortly 
be added to the present extensive make of plates. This we much

The Dynevor and Maes-y-Quarre pit, in the Cwmaman district, has 
at la:¢ commenced to send upcoal. The proprietors, the Messrs. Morris, of Bettws, 
Bridgend, have persevered hard, and sunk a large fund of capital during the last 
three years in trying to strike the seam, and they have at last been crowned with 
success. The opening of the colliery was the occasion of no little rejoicing in the 
locality. , 

The Powell’s Duffryn Coal Company have succeeded in passing the 
Bill through the Lords which had previously obtained the sanction of the Commons, 
for constructing railways to connect their collieries by an independent line with 
the Great Western and Rhymney Railways. The Taff Vale stoutly opposed the 
scheme, which they cont nded was promoted for the express purpose of abstracting 
traffic from their line. This was not denie+, for it was represented that the Powell's 
Daffryn Company had a right to make the best arrangements they can to send 
their coals to murket. Mr. George Eliot, M.P., one of the principal proprietors, 
stated in his evidence that the Taff Vale charged seven-cighths of a penny per ton 
per mile for carrying cou, while the North of Englind lines charged only three 
eights of a penny per mile, being less than one half. 

Several meetings of the Glyn Neath colliers have been held lately 
to further the Union movement, but the numbers do not seem to augment very 
rapidly. :

The great Penrhyn quarry on the north-west slope of Bronllwyd, 
1 mile in length by nearly 4 mile in width, and 300 yards deep, 
affords such a section of grounil as is rarely seen in any place; anil, 





on one side, and in the Llanberris Valley on the other, has made the 
study of the Cambrian strata much more simple than otherwise it 
would or could have been. Standing on the side of the quarry above 
the village of Bethesde, 2nd facing the brow of Bronllwyd, the various 


layers of varying thickness, from the top to the bottom of the quarry. 
The uppermost overlying grit is of great thickness, forming the top 
of the hill and very hard; beneath it is a vein of green and purple 
slate, the one colour predominating in one place, and the other 
colour in another, From the entirely green portion of the vein a 
few slates are made; but, as in one or two of the quarries on the 
other side of the Ogwen, the green slate is more abundant, and the 
colour and quality better—this green vein is neglected at Penrhyn. 
The principal part of the green slate shipped from Bangor comes 
from those other quarries, From the purple part of the vein very 
good slates are made, but being often spotted and striped with green, 
they are not so marketable as those of all one colour. Beneath the 
ereen and purple vein isa thin band of grit, under which lies the 
thickest and best slate vein in the quarry, of a fine blue colour, 
which in places assumes more of a purple hue, This vein maintains 
the same pre-eminent character through the whole length of what 
may be called the Cambrian line, and from it, whether here, at 
Llanberis, or in the Nant Nanttle, the greatest quantity of slates are 
produced. Under it is another band of grit, below which is a vein 
of purple slate; lower still a band of grit, succeeded again by a 
purple and red slate. The section here goes no lower; but in the 
Riadhetls Valley on the north shore of Llyn Padarn, where nearly 
the whole of the Cambrian strata have been exposed by denudation 
and the railway cutting, this last slate vein is seen to be followed 
by a still lower succession of grits and slates down to the porphyry 
previously mentioned. 

In the Penrhyn quarry the beds dip to the east at an angle of | 
about 60°; but the cleavage planes are nearly perpendicular, form- 
ing a large angle with the plane of bedding. The slate veins are 
crossed by several dykes of intrusive greenstone, which have altered, 
and, for commercial purposes, destroyed the rock for a considerable 
distance on each side. The smaller ones have been removed in the 
course of the quarrying, but the largest is left in the middle of the 
quarry, where it stands—a huge cliff, the monument of former vol- 
eanic action to which the ground has been subjected. All the veins 
worked in this quarry produce good slate, but the great blue vein, 
from which blocks of the largest size and most perfect cleavage are 
obtained, must be the source of the greatest profit. The slate of the 
Cambrian strata has the property of fracturing across the blocks at 
right angles to the cleavage, in the direction of the strike of the 
beds, by the quarrymen called “ toriad.” This property is of great 
value in manufacturing the slates, as it saves the expense of sawing 
machinery, though were the plan of sawing the blocks into the re-
